will take effect Jan. 1, 2028. 

Wilson said the camping-sized 
disposable canisters “have be- 
come a pretty significant issue 
in our parks as well as in our 
waste stream.” 

Refillable canisters would 
take their place if the law goes 
into effect. Wilson said refillable 
containers already exist and 
there are refilling locations in 
the county. 

Supervisor Michelle Bushnell 
has concerns about refill access 

but Wilson noted that the law has 
a five-year phase-in period.

ARCATA — The City of Arcata encourages commu- 
nity members to participate in the worldwide initiative 
known as Plastic Free July.® 

When plastics and their byproducts pollute cities, 
oceans and waterways, it causes health problems for us 
all. Most plastic waste in the United States is landfilled, 
downcycled, incinerated or exported to other countries, 
and while recycling plastic helps, it is not a solution for 
plastic pollution. 

In fact, the Environmental Protection Agency estimat- 
ed that just 8.7 percent of plastics generated are recycled. 

The best way to decrease plastic pollution is to avoid 
the use of disposable plastic as often as possible, and 
Plastic Free July® encourages households to use less 
plastic, adopt long-term environmentally friendly habits 
and make the world a cleaner place. 

The COVID-19 pandemic has resulted in a dramatic 
increase in the use of plastic, making it even more im- 
portant to be mindful about how much plastic we use. 
Experts have determined that clean and dry reusables 
are able to be safely used during the COVID-19 pandemic 
(tinyurl.com/reusablesafety). 

The City of Arcata Environmental Services Depart- 
ment has some tips for community members on how to 
reduce the use of disposable plastics: 

* Use a reusable water bottle instead of buying sin- 
gle-use plastic water bottles. 

¢ Buy in bulk to avoid single-use plastic packaging. 

¢ Take reusable bags to grocery stores. 

¢ When placing orders to-go, ask if you can provide your 
own reusable take-out container (whether it be a to-go cof- 
fee mug or reusable clamshell) to place your order in! 

¢ When placing orders to-go, also remember to opt- 
out of accessory foodware that you may not need such as 
straws, utensils, and napkins. 

¢ Say no to plastic wrap. There are many excellent sub- 
stitutes such as cloth or beeswax wrap. 

* Encourage family and friends to take part in the 
Plastic Free July® challenge.

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Disposables can cause 
trouble at recycling cen- 
ters. “The problem is 
that people don’t know if 
there’s still gas in them,” 
Wilson said. “In our waste 
stream, this is probably 
one of the more problem- 
atic issues that we have.” 

The letter says that “if 
a cylinder ends up at a re- 
covery facility with com- 
plex machinery used to 
separate materials, there 
is a risk of explosion that 
could cause injury to em-

ployees or damage to the 
facility.” 

There’s a large amount 
of “improperly disposed” 
canisters at parks and oth- 
er recreational areas, ac- 
cording to the letter. 

“While they serve the in- 
dividuals and families that 
camp and use Humboldt 
locations, these canisters 
are then left for the local fa- 
cilities to separate and recy- 
cle,” the letter says. 

Supervisors unani- 
mously approved sending 
it. 


Nordic | Leadership churn 
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founders, Erik Heim and Marianne Naess, have left the 
company. There’s been no explanation for why Heim and 
Naess exited at this point, when the Humboldt project 
approaches a permitting milestone. The timing fueled 
speculation over the project’s continuity. 

But at the July 12 Board of Supervisors meeting, Bren- 
da Chandler, Nordic’s interim CEO, said she’s been the 
company’s chief financial officer since 2019 and other 
key staffers are also well-established. 

“T’m still getting up to speed on all the aspects for Cal- 
ifornia but I still have a great team behind me,” she said, 
adding that the project team that’s been working through 
the county permitting process remains. 

Noting that the “shift in leadership has raised some 
questions,” Supervisor Mike Wilson grasped for more 
commentary. “How are you feeling about this?” he asked. 
Chandler said the lead project manager, who is supervising 
both the local project and the one in Maine, has “worked on 
some very large projects on the East Coast” and will con- 
tinue his work. So will a local “employee on the ground.” 

Lynette Mullen, Nordic’s local rep, also assured that 
the company’s lead staffers will continue their work along 
with local contracted engineering firms. “The changes 
really aren’t as drastic as people might have thought with 
the leadership change,” she said. “The people who have 
been doing the work, on the ground, are still here.” 

A 1,000-page final Environmental Impact Report for the 
project is done and Planning Director John Ford said the main 
issues it covers include carbon emissions, truck traffic, pre- 
venting fish escape, water intake and wastewater discharge. 

A Planning Commission permit hearing is set for July 28. 
The local permitting decision can be appealed to the county’s 
Board of Supervisors and/or the state’s Coastal Commission. 


Yurok Tribe building Trinidad homes 


‘YUROK TRIBE 

TRINIDAD — With funding from 
the Yurok Tribal Council, the Yurok 
Indian Housing Authority recently 
purchased a 3.05-acre property in 
Trinidad, where YIHA plans to con- 
struct up to five family homes. 

“The land acquisition and housing 
project are especially exciting. For 
the first time in more than a centu- 
ry, the Tribe owns land in Trinidad,” 
said Joseph L. James, chairman of 
the Yurok Tribe. “This project is part 
of our long-term plan to create new 
housing and well-paying jobs for our 
citizens in Humboldt, Del Norte and 
Trinity counties.” 

“The Trinidad parcel presents the 
ideal location for family homes. It is 
within walking distance of schools, 
a grocery store and transit services, 
not to mention restaurants and a 
multitude of employment opportu- 
nities,” said Nicole Sager, YIHA ex- 
ecutive director. “A beautiful stream 
flows through a redwood forest on 
the property too. We are going to 
keep the forest and creek in a natu- 
ral state for families to enjoy.” 

“The Yurok people have lived in 
the Trinidad area since time imme- 
morial,” said Sherri Provolt, Yurok 
Tribal Council Orick district repre- 
sentative. “With this acquisition, our 
people will always have a place near 
the Chue-rey Village. We are going 
to do everything possible to ensure 
this project is the first of many.” 

The Chue-rey Village, also spelled 
Tsurai, encompasses more than 
65,000 acres in the Trinidad area. For 
millennia, the Yurok people enjoyed 
an affluent lifestyle in the Tribe’s 
southernmost village, due the natu- 
ral harbor and proximity to diverse 
resources. In 1775, Spanish explorers 
invaded the permanent village and 
used violence to steal the land for the 
king of Spain. They also changed the 
name from Chue-rey to Trinidad. 

Trinidad is part of the Yurok 
Tribe’s Orick District. One of seven 
districts, the Orick District extends 


south from the center of the Klam- 
ath River, through Trinidad to the 
Little River, all of which is within 
Yurok ancestral territory. 

The Trinidad housing project is 
currently in the design phase. At 
present, the Yurok Indian Hous- 
ing Authority manages three rental 
units in the Orick District, but none 
in Trinidad. Compared to other parts 
of the Humboldt, Del Norte and 
Trinity region, property in Trinidad 
is exponentially more expensive be- 
cause the coastal town has become 
a tourism hotspot. Establishing new 
homes for tribal citizens in the Orick 
District is one of the YIHA’s primary 
objectives. 

In the last two years, YIHA has 
implemented two large-scale hous- 
ing developments and has plans 
to construct additional affordable 
homes in the very near future. Ear- 
lier this year, YIHA, in partnership 
with the City of Arcata, finished 
the 30th Street Commons Project, 
which includes 36 environmentally 
sustainable housing units, a cultural 
community garden and a communi- 
ty room. The family friendly neigh- 
borhood is in proximity to schools, 
a tribal health clinic and grocery 
store. There is also one mile of trail 
and landscaped walkways on the 
property. 

In addition to its Earth-conscious 
components, the development was 
custom designed with the elderly 
and individuals with physical dis- 
abilities in mind. The first-floor units 
offer special accommodations for 
elders and the disabled. Last year, 
YIHA also built another 10 tribal 
family homes, a community center 
and a playground in Tulley Creek. 
The Tribal government recently in- 
stalled two large office buildings 
and created several new jobs close 
to the housing development. YIHA 
also renovated seven houses in the 
same area. This summer, YIHA will 
commence construction on 10 tran- 
sitional homes in Klamath Glen. 


County planning 
for sea level rise

HUMBOLDT - Sea level rise is 
increasingly becoming a concern for 
many who live and work along the 
coast. In response, Humboldt County 
is exploring regional planning and ad- 
aptation to address the impacts of sea 
level rise in the Humboldt Bay area. 

As a first step, the county compiled 
a Humboldt Bay Sea Level Rise Re- 
gional Planning Feasibility Study 
Stakeholder Catalogue which pro- 
vides a comprehensive description 
of the roles, responsibilities, assets, 
concerns, and sea level rise planning 
efforts for stakeholders around Hum- 
boldt Bay. 

The Sea Level Rise Stakehold- 
er Catalogue and more information 
about Sea Level Rise are available 
on the county's long range Regional 
Sea Level Rise Planning web page.

both physical improve- 
ments and the budgeting 
necessary to bring them 
about. 

The upgrade will replace 
old facilities and convert 
the venerable plant to ul- 
traviolet disinfection via a 
single-pass system, and re- 
tain the marsh system, all 
to better meet water qual- 
ity standards and protect 
coastal resources. 

Phase 1 is expected to 
cost $35 million, with fund- 
ing to be augmented by 
possible state assistance or 
grants. The project is now 
out to bid, with a Coastal 
Development Permit ex- 
pected in August and con- 
struction to begin this fall. 

With protective levees 
to be augmented to with- 
stand sea level rise, the 
project is expected to keep 
the WWTP viable through 


2055 and beyond. 

Phase 2 of the WWTP 
upgrade is currently on 
hold at the request of the 
State Water Board, which 
is providing technical as- 
sistance and a feasibility 
study which will continue 
through next year. 

The 20 percent capacity 
increase, said City Engineer 
Netra Khatri, is a nominal 
safety buffer for seasonal 
variations in wet weather. 
Loya noted that it is not in 
anticipation of 20 percent 
population growth. 

Other projects, such as 
correcting inflow and infil- 
tration throughout the city, 
are helping reduce demand 
on the plant. A possible fu- 
ture upgrade phase will be 
based on environmental 
studies that include popu- 
lation projections. 

GAP critics have hinged 
major objections on WWTP 


capacity, alleging that the 
plant won’t be able to han- 
dle the waste flowing from 
the high-density housing. 
Commissioner Dan Tang- 
ney asked Sinkhorn whether 
she’s confident in its ability 
to handle the GAP demand 
over the next 25 years. 

“That is a key question,” 
Sinkhorn said. She said the 
multiple planning efforts 
underway to moderate de- 
mand and boost capacity 
“can really meet our plan- 
ning horizon of what we’re 
doing for long-term plan- 
ning right now.” 

But, she said, that will 
require sticking to the plan- 
ning timeline with contin- 
ued funding for planning 
and environmental projects 
in the city budget. 

As for drinking water, 
Sinkhorn noted that Arca- 
ta’s water comes from Ruth 
Lake, which is at 99 percent 
capacity. Arcata has a right 
to 1,186 million gallons of 
water, and currently utiliz- 


es just 52 percent of that 
amount annually. 

The Heindon Road well, 
offline since 2015, is ex- 
pected to come back on- 
line soon. The 16 city water 
tanks boast 4.8 million gal- 
lon capacity. A third tank 
for Zone 1, which includes 
the Gateway Area, is out to 
bid. It will add a million gal- 
lons and increase city stor- 
age by 20 percent, aiding 
emergency preparedness. 
Waterline replacement is 
also in the works. 

Commissioner Judith May- 
er noted public concerns about 
rapid Gateway development 
and Cal Poly Humboldt-relat- 
ed population growth poten- 
tially maxing out the WWTP 
and triggering a development 
moratorium. Sinkhorn  af- 
firmed her confidence in the 
plans that are in progress. 

Loya said development 
could outpace infrastructure, 
but that the Phase 3 planning 
and other mitigations are in 
place to prevent that.

She picked 
out her ice cream, tapped her credit card 
against the screen, and, Holy Toledo, it 
took 11 seconds for the whole transac- 
tion!” 

Lawrence watches over the three loca- 
tions where fans can buy food: the snack 
bar, the middle stand where popcorn and 
ice cream are big favorites, and Noah 
Lurtz’s candy and sweet stand in the left 
field play area. 

Candy has always been a big seller at the 
game, featuring a selection of candy bars 
that adults remember from their child- 
hoods. 

But Lawrence listens to his staff about 
candy trends with good results. 

“One of the girls told me that the young- 
er kids like the sour stuff. I went to the 
supplier and bought a bunch of different 
kinds. Noah had his first $250 night with 
those.” 

In concessions versatility and teamwork 
is a plus. “A person might be wrapping 
hot dogs but might need to stop to help 
the nacho cheese person. We sell a huge 
amount of nachos,” he said. “Everybody 
helps everybody out.” 

Fans appreciate that spirit as can be 
proven by the often-heard cry from the 
snack bar, “Tip Tip, Hooray!”

National Wildlife Refuge 
with picnic tables, bench- 
es for wildlife viewing, na- 
tive plant beds, designated 
parking spots, decorative 
trash receptacles, a bike 
rack and an improved view 
from nearby State Route 
255. 

The parklet will also dis- 
courage illegal dumping 
and add a sense of commu- 
nity pride to a previously 
desolate area. 

“Clean California has 
created this exciting new 
parklet, a project that was 
requested by the communi- 
ty, for the community, and 
to be enjoyed by the com- 
munity. I hear the sunrise 
is amazingly beautiful from 
this location,” said District

BLUE LAKE - My French grandmother, Henriette Roigneau, would 
have felt right at home in Blue Lake. After all, it was settled by lots of 
French people starting with Clement Chartin in 1871. Pretty soon Blue 
Lake had hotels, a newspaper, stores, saloons, a school, churches, and 
even an opera house. These early pioneers had last names like Chevret, 
Peron, Perigot, Rochat, Rousseau and Deschatres. 

Maybe that's why I get happy every time I drive from my home in 
Trinidad towards what Blue Lakers like to call “the center of the uni- 
verse.” I just know I'm going to laissez les bons temps roulez. They 
even have a manhole cover with center of the universe inscribed on it. 

There are festivals and theater events galore, there's the Logger Bar, 
breakfast at the Grange, dancing on the grass at Perigot Park or at the 
Mad River Brewery, or swimming in the river. Come on, get happy! 

What made me especially : 
happy recently was hanging out 
with a group of museum volun- 
teers at the reopened Blue Lake 
Museum. It's a fantastic collec- 
tion, housed in the old railroad 
depot. It's now open Saturday 
and Sunday from 1 p.m. to 4 
p.m. Admission is free but do- 
nations are welcome. 

Even more wonderful is that 
the displays feel like home. “It 
looks as if a woman just put 
down her knitting by that chair 
and walked away to get a cup of 
tea,” Cynthia Gourley-Bagwell, 
museum president and curator 
said. All the displays have that 
sense of immediacy, whether ig 
it's the old printing press or the chair constructed entirely of horse- 
shoes or the bed lovingly made with a handmade quilt. Right now 
there are three new exhibits plus some unique new acquisitions. 

A celebration of the 100th anniversary of women's right to vote in 
California features a mannequin dressed in Suffragette white with a 
baby carriage in which the baby also sports a votes for women rib- 
bon. This exhibit was ready to go in 2020 but the pandemic made the 
woman and baby wait until now. A stunning poster by Miss Bertha 
Boyd (circa 1910) brings graphic splendor to the exhibit. 

The late Bob Giroux was a museum board member and collector 
of all things Blue Lake. A glass case holds his memorabilia from the 
many fine drinking establishments in Blue Lake: Walt's Lucky Bar- 
rel, Trac-In-Tavern, The Logger Bar, the M & M Club, Elgar's Cock- 
tails, Buckhorn Tavern, and the Frontier Club. Must have been thirsty 
work collecting those. 

And for the woodworking enthusiasts, the Sheppard family has do- 
nated the original wood counter from the Blue Lake Advocate. It's a 
gorgeous huge thing and replaced an old bench that was holding that 
space. “Joan Schirle got a bunch of her students from Dell'Arte to 
carry it out,” Gourley-Bagwell said, gratefully. 

Speaking of the late Joan Schirle, another unique item is framed 
on the wall thanks to her discerning eye. It’s a 44-star American flag 
she found "all rolled up" in the Dell'Arte building which was formerly 
the Odd Fellows’ Lodge. That was the 1912 building, since the first 
one burnt down. The flag can be dated between 1891 and 1896 and is 
in remarkably good shape. 

I spent a wonderful afternoon at the museum, photographing the 
new exhibits, talking story with the group of funny and wise women 
who volunteer there, and there was even wine and snacks to celebrate 
Gourley-Bagwell's birthday. They showed me their latest publication, 
The Blue Lake Museum Cookbook — this is the original edition, now 
with added photographs. It's a bargain at $20. Sales support the muse- 
um and may just take you in the footsteps of those early French cooks!
